PRIMITIVE PERSIA. |.’ ; 


A Consular ry a -by, Major Ducat, tho 
British reprosentative at femal Persia, on the 
trade of the Congnlax District in 1908 supplies 
Some interesting information os to the primitive 
habits of tho iniaditente of the interior of tha 
country. “Tho distcist of Kerman and Persian 
Beloochistan,” says Major Ducat, “consists of 
the south-east corner of Persia. ‘Its enpital, 
Korman, is situated in the north-west of tho 
district, about 300 miles from Bundor A tbas, on’ 
the Persian Gulf. It is on the top of the great 
central plates of Porsia, at an altitude of some 
6,COOft., and between it andthe other largo towns 
of the plateau-—Teheran, Ispahan, Shiray, Yozd, 
and’ Kashon—thore is no range of mountains or 
any obstacle to a road or rilway, It is tho only 
large town on the plateau whichrcan ba reached 
from the goa withont any serious obstach, or to 
which « road'or railway he ese no heaxy 
expense or enginering difficulty, and. some. day 
it will be thodiet large’ inland town on tho main
